Frankfort State Journal Printa Strong 
Editorial Favoring Adoption Of 
Constitutional Amendment And 
Pointing Out Its Advantages 






The strong resolutions adopted br 
the Frankfurt Chamber of Commerce 
favoring the Constitutional Amend- 
ment relating to the purchase of tele- 
phone lines are meeting with favor 
throughout the state. Among other 
papers which have endorsed this ac- 
tion editorially is the Frankfort State 
Journal, which recently published the 
following editorial: 

“Amend The Constitution 
"The action of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, in pledging its efforts to the 
adoption of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment relating to the purchase of tele- 
phone lines, and in calling upon other 
commercial bodies to support it, is 
both wise and timely. 

“Two telephone lines in the same 
community, each contending for sub- 
scribers, Is a nuisance— an expensive 
nuisance — to the public, and has been 
too long tolerated. When the busy 
merchant, thrmer or professional man 
takes up bis telephone, he wants to 
talk and talk quickly; and to be told 
that the party sought has "the other 
line" naturally stirs bis resentment. 
Two exchanges in the same town 
mean that the business and profes- 
sional man must maintain both, and 
this he should not be required to do. 

"Telephone service should be univer- 
sal among telephone users; every tel- 
ephone user should be able to reach 
every other telephone user, over bis 
own phone. 

The present Constitution of Ken- 
tucky was written when the telephone 
business was in its early infancy, and 
in it was written that one telephone 
company could not acquire by lease 
or purchase, the lines of a compet- 
ing company, with the result that in 
every municipality where there have 
existed two telephone systehiB, how- 
soever muc)i a Chamber of Com- 
merce or a City Council wished to 
have only one, they could get rid of 
neither without wrecking one. Both 
lines wees doomed to contlnuoim exiatr 
ence. In spite of the fact that genets 
ally neither was prosperons, or giving 
to the public satisfactory service. 
State authorities and local councils 
have complete power of regulation of 
telephone companies. 

"The General Assembly adopted the 
pending amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, permitting one telephone com- 
pany to purchase the lines of anoth- 
I er, provided the City Council and the 
State authorities should approve the 
purchase; without that approval no 
purchase can be made. This amend- 
I ment was passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives without a dissenting vote, 
and by the Senate with only one nega- 
tive vote. Such a vote is an indication 
of the wide-spread interest in the 
amendment and the demand for the 
relief it will bring. The public inter- 
est Is fully protected. 

"We cannot too highly commend the 
Chamber of Commerce in Its efforts 
to secure the adoption of this amend- 
ment by the voters. The State Jour- 
nal Is for the amendment, and will add 
Its efforts to those of the Chamber of 
Commerce to bring about the adoption

It 
amounts only to a fraction of tlie in- 
come from that <230.000, noP.OOO, 
and, consequently, even if it repre- 
sented a total Iti.ss — whirh it does 
not by any nicaus — it would be a 
loss that we might fairly expect to 
bear.

Sev- 
eral years ago an acquaintance ex- 
press^ bis surprise at the report that 
he bad sold out his holdings in a com- 
pany with which be bud been long 
identified and which was understood 
to be extremely prosperous. 

"The report Is true," said the finan- 
cier. "I have sold." 

“But," protested his friend, “we all 
thought that was a bonanza. It pays 
enormous dividends, doesn't it?" I 
"Thirty per cent," returned the fi - 1 
nancler. I 

"Gee, whiz! Why did you sell?” 

"I want my principal," said the ! 
financier dryly.

Tbit story is particularly applicable i 
to the present time. Many enterprises j 
that have been profitable will find it i 
difficult to meet the conditions which , 
are arising now. Whether the war be | 
long or short, this Is bound to be a i 
time of readjustment. For the gam- 
blers there may itlll be allurement ini 
the showing made up to now by varl-' 
ouH enterprises whose stocks are 
flaunted In the public marts. The pru- 
dent, however, will -eallze that the In-i 
evitable rendjustmenta which must 
follow the disturbed conditions arising 
from the war demand unusual caution 
In any kind of investment now. To 
those who have half an eye for the fu- 
ture, just one enterprise Is bound to 
appeal to them as the Rock of Ages. 
That is the United States of America. 
Only the victory of the Kaiser and the 
other Powers of Darkness can bank- 
rupt that, and no Amhrican with one 
drop of red blood in his veins will ad- 
mit such a possibility.

Cleveland, O., OcL 8. — One million 
subscribers and four hundred million 
dollars are the marks at which the 
minute men of the Liberty Bond Vol- 
unteers of the Fourth Federal Reserve 
District sre to aim in their smash 
upon the trenches of the dollars of our 
daddies. The actual quota for the dis- 
trict is $300,000,000. But (or the psy- 
chological effect it will have upon the 
skeptical German mind It is desired 
that there be a big oversubscription 
shown throughout the country tor this 
second loan. 

In the first bond campaign, when 
there was an oversubscription of 
more than $60,000,000 in this district. 
,the individual subscribers totaled 604,- 
675. These were divided among the 
four states as follows; Ohio, 88 coun- 
ties, 336,824; Pennsylvania, 19 coun- 
ties, 148.790; Kentucky, 63 counties, 
lii:'20; and West Virginia, I counties,

Save In Kentucky, where none of 
the counties in the district has a city 
of any considerable population, the 
larger contributions were all gathered 
In those counties where some large 
city is located. In Ohio, Cuyahoga 
county, with Cleveland's assistance, 
showed 114,832 subscribers, with a to- 
tal of $68,711.550..

To Make Good Sorghum Molasses. 

I have a No. 14 Chattanooga 
cane mill and have an extra long 
pole to make it light draft. My 
pan is one .oize smaller than the 
mill. I made two settling ijans 
six feet long, two feet wide, ten 
inches deep. I place one at the 
mill and the other one at the 
evaporator. Set them so that the 
juice will pour in at one end of 
tank and leave from the other 
end. Have a gunny sack at the 
end of the juice spout to catch all 
coarse stuff, 



FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

In last week’s Courier we published Prof. Craft’s an- 
swer to our editorial entitled “A Challenge,” written and 
published some time ago.

er part of the blame. If the children were at all times 
subjected to proper home discipline there would be abso- 
lutely no necessity for any extnineous governing inflence. 
But unfortunately this is not true, and this being the case ! 
the other forms of government designed to keep the child 
in subjection must come in. I

The increartne activity of her rail- I 
way system Is similarly demonstrat- 
able. In 1869, there were In France 
10,743 miles of railway track; In 1912, i 
there were 31,546 miles. 

Between 1869 and 1912, Inland navi- 
gation Increased 150 per cent ; while 
the traffic of her roercuntlle marine , 
has amazingly expanded. The tonnage 
entering French porta In 1860 la set 
down ns 11,000.(K)0 tons. In 1912 
this had been Increased to 53,(X)0,0(I0 
tons. 

Lenders In American finance ascribe 
this Rolldnrlty of the French republic 
to three Infincnces; first, a thoroughly 
sound banking system, icentrallzed In 
one of the grcnte.st banking Institutions 
of the world, the Bunk of France ; sec- 
ond, the Ingrained thrift and frugality 
of the French people as a whole, to- . 
gether with a national economic vigor 
not elsewhere surpassed ; third, wl.se 
supervision, and patriotic co-operntlon 
by the government with banking and 
business Interests. 

The government does Its part to war- 
rant and retain the confidence of the 
holders of Its securities. One of Its 
wise policies Is to Impose new taxes to 
defray the Interest charges on new se- 
curity Issues. It begun thitt practice 
after the Franco-Prusslan wnr, and Is 
today following the same rule In regard 
to securities Issued to finance the pres- 
ent conflict. This continuity of pur- 
pose, doubtless, will prove renssurlng 
to all holders of French government 
securities.

Perhaps no oth- 
er country. In proportion to Its popula- 
tion, can make so good a showing. 

Prance Is particularly fortunate in 
that her small Investors prefer "safe"

France 1s engaged In 
a death struggle with militant autoc- 
racy and ruthless aggression, and It Is 
not surprising to learn that she has 
I lonneil to her allies and to other friendly 
I states 7.000.000,000 francs with which 
I to further the cause of democracy. It 
I Is In keeping with America’s traditions 
• that since the date on which we for- 
mally aligned ourselves with France 
aud her allies In the great struggle, 
our government has lent to France 
-8370,000,000. 

It la eminently fitting that America 
should now be fighting on French soil 
to make thej^^orld safe for democracy. 
The liberty that America has enjoyerl 
for 140 years France helped her to 
achieve. The swonis of Lafayette and 
llochnmbeau. aided by the guns of De 
Grasse U|M>n the high sens, nsslstfsl In 
cutting the foreign ties that bound the 
.\merican colonies prior to'the Wsr for 
!nde|)cndence, and from yie private 
perse of King Louis himself came the 
first loan to America — unsecured and 
unconditional — to finance that historic 
undertaking. It was with entire jus- 
tice that Washington wrote to Rocham- 
beau, "To the generous aid of your na- 
tion and to the bravery of Its sons Is 
to be ascribed In a very great degris- 
that Independence for which we have 
fought."

emy. 

One of the most important devel- 
opniculs is the anuouuceuient that 
one of the largest bunking inslitutious 
iu America corcerueU with foreign 
trade, the Guaranty Trust coiupuny 
of New- York, has opened a Purls 
branch tr ^unUIe tlie rapidly Increas- 
ing xfilume 'of F’rench business. 

This action may surprise many per- 
sons who hud thought of France us 
bowed under a eulumUous Invasion. 
Tlie bank, however, gives figures Indi- 
cating that F'rance Is not only meeting 
her military and civilian problems with 
a stout heart and never falling cour- 
age, but is re-establlslilug her export 
business with this country. 

In 1014, the year of the outbreak of 
the war, imiairts from F’runee to tills 
country totaled $141.44C,‘2.5‘2. This to- 
tal was reduced to $77,1.5,8,740 In 1015, 
but last year the value of F'rench Im- 
ports to the United States rose to 
1102,077.060. 

“A nation that can achieve such a 
commercial recovery while her terri- 
tory Is being ravished by the Invailer," 
says the Trust company’s statement. 
"IMiRsesses recuperative powers wbleh 
Justify the belief that she will emerge 
from the present conlllct prepan-d to 
meet and solve triumphantly the prob- 
lems which confront her." 

The commercial and Industrial rec- 
ord of France, following past wars, In- 
dicates that she should recover quickly 
from the actual physical de.stnictlou 
Inflicted In the present conlllct. The 
reconstruction of railroads, the erection 
of factories to replace those destroyed, 
and the replnoenient of the meehnnlsm 
of Industrial activity that will be re- 
quired and that Is In part already 
planned, offer a peculiarly Inviting 
field to American cupltnl and enter- 
prise, Tentative steps have already 
bei'n taken by representatives of Amer- 
ican engineers andlmstnessmen In this 
work. 

Aside from Its uttracllve business 
as|)oct, the enlistment of American 
money and effort in the great task of 
reconstruction that'wUI remain at the 
end of the war will tend to cmiumt still 
more closely the ties that bind the two 
gnuit republics together, and v.lll en- 
al>le Americans to dlscliargc iu part 
the debt they owe to F’rnnee for her 
friendly Interest In the welfare and 
progress of the United Stales from 
the beginning of Its life us a nation.

The Frankfort Chamber of Com- 
nerce by ihe action of its Board of 
ilrectors is on record in favor of and 
:h 8 pledged its efforts to the adoption of

The action of the Chamber of Com- 
nerce board, taken with a view of ef- 
fecting economy by eliminating un- 
ii-cessary phones, was given expres- 
don in the following resolution: 
"Whereas, the General Assembly at 
ts 1016 session adopted a ConsUtu- 
ional Amendment to be submitted to 
ho voters of the stale for ratification 
It the November, 1917, election, undef 
• he terms of Vhlch, with the approval 
jf the slate authorities and the 'City 
Council of the city in which the tele- 
)one coni|)anies are located, one tele- 
ihone cogtpany may purchase the 
ines of another, be it 
"Resolved, That the Frankfort 
' Chamber of Commerce endorse the 
adoption of the Constitutional Amend- 
nent and urge the voters of Frank- 
lin county and the State-at-large to 
vole for the amendment at the ensu- 
ng November election, and be it fur- 
:her 

"Resolved, That the President of the 
■’hMulier of Commerce be authorized 
I o lu^oint a committee to aid in what- 
ever manner it can In bringing the 
Constitutional Amendment to ibe at- 
'enilon of the voters and other com- 
mercial bodies." 

History Of Amendment. 

The Constitutional amendment 
lUH.sed by the 191C General Assembly, 
lutliorlzing the purchase of the tele- 
dione linos, passed the Senate with 
>nly one dissenting vote and encount- 
ered no opposItioB whatever in the 
ilouse. The representatives o^ both 
nurties recognized that only by means 
>f this amendment to the Constitution 
.'ould the Slate be saved the annoy- 
jnee and expense of two telephone 
■lysieinH in the same community. 

I Sonie of the larger cities, purlieu 
Inrly Cincinnati, New York and Wash- 
ington, early recognized that two lele- 
jitione systems were an unneccessary 
ourden on the community and never 
granted to more than one company a 
.ranchlsp fora lPlp|ihone system, with 
Ihe result that every telephone user 
n each of these cities Is In direct 
eoninmnication with every other sub- 
scriber. 

' Burden In Kentucky. 

In Kentucky, in the early stage.i of 
i the development of the teleiilume husi- 
* ne,-«s, numerous sinull conipanle.s 
vet-' organized. They did not con- 
nect, different kinds of equipment 
j were used and the standard of maln-
